Q. - Are you familiar with a ham radio service allowing PC users 
to send data over the air? 
A. - Amateur radio “ham” operators are allowed to send ASCII data 


at a number of speeds on a number of frequencies. However, an FCC 
rule that prohibits hams from transmitting business-orlented material 
prevents most PC users from using ham radio in any meaningful manner. 


Recently, however, the FCC was petitioned to create a new service 


that would allow users to send data over local area networks or 
wide-area networks on a portion of a currently underutilized ham band 
(S2MHz to 54MHz). The Public Digital Radio Service would be 
available for any U.S. resident and would function as a sort of 
computer equivalent CB radio. The FCC is expected t sue a pre- 


liminary ruling on the proposal in November.

Old Timers’ Night is a misnomer. The enthusiasm and energy that 
radiates from a group like the one that attended the Phil-Mont 01° 
Timers’ Night in November, blows away the visual image of Old 
Timers. Ties people are interested, interesting and fun to be 
with, It would be great if they showed up more often, we would all 
benefit. If you weren t there, 1t s your loss. 

Hugh Turnbull, the Atlantic Division Director of ARRL, spoke at 


the Warminster ARC November meeting. He pointed out how the FCC 
helps us in some ways i.e. PRB-1, and then appears to be ee 
to "dump" the Amateur Radio Service. There's some belief tha 


Amateur Radio may follow the same path as Citizens Band did. Slowly 
but surely the Foe is pushing its responsibility onto the VFCs and 
VECs. First the testing, then the question pool and (proposed) the 
assignment of calls. If you follow this, the one possible 
conclusion, the FCC would no longer be responsible for the Amateur 
Radio Service. Think about that for a while and you begin to see all 
kinds of potential problems - loss of federal authority, 1e: no 
protection of  PRB-1, shrinkage of operating bands, lack of 
interference control with other radio services, and on and on. . 

What's to deter this from happening? It’s not numbers, which 
mean the most to politicians, because the peee ae not een Its 
not unity, because less than one third of the licensed hams belong to 
the ARRL, which is the strongest voice of Amateur Radio. It s not 
publicity, because one TVI complaint gets more ink than public 
Service operations like the recent NDMS drill. . 

The only way of changing this trend, that I can think of, is for 
more of us to get involved in the affairs of the hobby. We have to 
demonstrate to the general public that we are a force to be 
considered, that we provide services which benefit our community and 
that we individually are good citizens. Individually, we can have an 
effect, but collectively we can have an effect greater than the 
number of amateurs would indicate. 

The forum for this mutual achievement is the local radio clubs 
where we can keep informed and strengthen each other. Phil-Mont 1s 
one of the best, and has the potential to be much better. We need 
the combined effort of ALL current members, and the inclusion of 
those who are not now members of an active club. Otherwise, the 
doomsday predictions of people, like Wayne Green and Art Smith, will 
come to pass, and the world will be the poorer. It s up to you and 
me!
